ECONOMY PROGRAM 
IS URGED INSTEAD 


These Men Plus Anti-Ad- 

} ministration Democrats 
Believed to Be Able to 
Stop Proposed $10,500,- 
000,000 Program. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 19 (AP).— 
Republican members of the tax- 
framing House Ways and Means 
Committee took a solid stand to- 
day against any further Federal 
taxes on individual or corporate 
incomes, in effect killing outright 
the administration’s $10,500,000,000 


new tax program. 

In a statement issued by Repre- 
gentative Knutson (Rep.), Minne- 
gota, the Republicans proposed a 
program of Government economy 
instead of further tax increases. 

The statement made no mention 
of sales tax proposals, but one Re- 
publican member said “that issue 
is dead.” 

Knutson said his statement was 
issued on behalf of the 10 Repub- 
licans on the 25-member Ways and 
Means Committee. 

In view of known opposition by 
a bloc of Democrats to the admin- 
istration’s program, which pro- 
poses increases in individual and 
corporate income rates and larger 
excise levies, the Republican state- 
ment was viewed as dealing the 
death blow to the program. 


Plan Held Unjustified. 

“The Treasury has failed to 
jus@fy its proposal to add an ad- 
ditional $10,500,000,000 to our tax 
load,” the statement said. “On 
the other hand, witness after wit- 
mess has shown conclusively that 
an increase in taxes at this time 
would ‘probably undermine our 
whole economy. 

“We do not wish to assume the 
responsibility for doing anything 
that will weaken the nation’s war 
effort or make harder the tre- 
mendous task of reconversion of 
industry when the war is over. 

“From the inflation standpoint, 
we believe that the further tax 
increase would be inflationary in 
itself, since it would inevitably 
lead to a demand for higher wages 
to meet the increased tax burden. 
Thus the vicious spiral would con- 
tinue.” 

The statement raised serious 
doubts that Congress would be 
able to produce a tax bill embrac- 
ing even half of the amount rec- 
ommended by the Treasury. 

The Republican statement left 
the way open for support of some 
increases in excises on so-called 
luxuries. 


Proposals for Economy. 
Turning to its proposals 
economy, “as an alternative 
further increases in taxes,” 
Republicans said: 

“The President should forthwith 
proceed to set Government finan- 
ces in order by effecting needed 
economies in expenditures, which 
would obviate the necessity for an

2 SENATORS URGE 
WALLER EDWARDS 
FOR COLLECTOR 


Deputy’s Early Appoint- 
ment. by Roosevelt to 
Succeed Hannegan Is

WASHINGTON, Oct. 19.—Ap- 
pointment of Waller Edwards, 
present Deputy Collector of In- 
ternal Revenue at St. Louis, to the 
office of Collector, to succeed 
Robert E. Hannegan, was recom- 
mended to President Roosevelt to- 
day by Senators Bennett C. Clark 
and Harry S. Truman. Hannegan 
was promoted recently to the na- 
tional post of Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue. 

Appointment of Edwards, who is 
71 years old, and his confirmation 
by the Senate, are expected to fol- 
low within a short time. The Col- 
lector’s salary is $6500 a year. 

Senator Clark, in announcing the 
decision reached by himself and 
Truman, said that former Mayor 
Bernard F. Dickmann and former 
Congressman William L. Igoe, who 
were suggested for the appoint- 
ment, had asked that their names 
be not considered, He spoke of 
the selection of Edwards as “a well 
merited service promotion.” 
Edwards, who was city editor 
of the old St. Louis Republic for 
several years, is a former man- 
ager of the Automobile Club of 
Missouri. He entered the office of 
the Collector of Internal Revenue 
in 1918 and served until 1920. He 
then followed the profession of ac- 
countant and tax consultant until 
he was appointed Assistant Collec- 
tor of Internal Revenue in March, 
1934. After the death of Collector 
T. J. Sheehan last year, Edwards 
was Acting Collector for several 
months until annegan took 
charge. On reaching the retire- 
ment age of 70, his service was ex- 
tended by special executive order. 
He lives at 7114 Maryland drive, 
University City.

3 LIGHTENSTEINS 
FINED $10,500 I 
STOCK FRAUD CASE 


Brothers Plead No Con- 
test to Charges Involv- 
ing Sale of Real Estate 
Securities. 


Harry, Philip and Leonard Lich- 
tenstein, brothers, 
real estate promotions, were fined 
a total of $10,500 today for mail 
fraud and violation of the Securi- 


ties and Exchange Act. They plead- 
ed no contest to the indictment be- 
fore United States District Judge 
George H. Moore. 

The brothers were charged with 
selling, by fraudulent misrepresen- 
tation, stock in nine corporations 
they set up to hold title to apart- 
ment buildings in St. Louis and 
St. Louis County. Most of the 
apartments were sold to the corpo- 
rations which held title by the 
Lichtenstein Estate, Inc., operated 
by the brothers. 

Assistant District Attorney David 
M. Robinson informed the Court 
the brothers took a secret profit 
in the transfer of these properties 
from. the estate to the corporations. 
He said the corporations paid divi- 
dends, when dividends were not 
earned, to induce additional invest- 
ments by stockholders. 

Small Town Investors. 

The brothers represented to in- 
vestors, Robinson said, that their 
operations were “supervised by 
the government,” and that in- 
vestors could get their money back 
“whenever they wanted it.” There 
were, he said, about 85 investors, 
nearly all persons of advanced age, 
who live in small Missouri and 
Illinois towns. 

For the defense, Attorney Bryan 
M. Purteet argued that no investor 
had lost any money, and said none 
stood to lose any. The apartment 
properties recently were appraised, 
he said, at $942,000 and are now 
producing an annua] rental of 
$154,698, a return of 16 per cent. 
With efficient management, he 
said, it should be possible to re- 
sume dividends to stockholders, 

The brothers did not want to 
go to trial, Purteet said, because 
jublicity resulting from the trial 
might be harmful to the enter- 
prise. He said Harry Lichtenstein, 
who organized the Lichtenstein Es- 
tate and later took his brothers 
into the proposition, was ill with 
heart disease, that Leonard want- 
ed to get into the army, and that 
Philip was an excellent business 
man with a splendid record. 

The brothers were willing, Pur- 
teet said, to surrender their man- 
agement contract for the proper- 
ties, if that would assist the in- 
vestors. 

Judge Moore, without comment, 
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Ducks Make Unprecedented Flight 
3600 Miles Over Sea to Palmyra 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 19 (AP).— 
A flock of pintail ducks, almost too 
exhausted to quack, has completed 
the first recorded duck flight of 
3600 miles from the United States 
to Palmyra Island, a tiny spot in 
the Pacific 1100 miles south of 
Honolulu, the Fish and Wildlife 
Service reported. 

Pintails are noted for their un- 
predictable nature, but why they 
flew to Palmyra—home of goony 


birds—is something that only the, 


pintails know. They rarely fly 
over water, and the service says it 
never heard of a pintail so far 
south as Palmyra. 

A naval officer, Ens. Arthur R. 
Murphy, reported the arrival of the 
ducks, which were so tired they 
could be caught by hand. He found 
a tag on one of them and notified 
Washington. The service says the 
tag was placed on the duck 82 
days previously at the Bear Rive 
migratory bird refuge in Northeast 
Utah, 3600 miles away.

“There 
was no answer, and I opened the 
door. Then I saw the burned mos- 
quito bar, with the net missing, 
and I rushed to the bed and lifted 
Harry’s head. 

“I was greatly shocked. It is 
hard to describe my feelings.” 


Doesn’t Recall Leaving House. 

Asked whether he had left the 
house looking for help, Christie 
replied: “It ig possible, but if I 
did I don’t remember it.” 

The crowded courtroom was si- 
lent as everyone who could find a 
seat leaned forward to hear every 
word, Christie's testimony came 
as the first highlight of the trial 
in Bahamas Supreme Court be- 
cause Special Prosecutor A: F. Ad- 
derly told jurors yesterday that 
Police Capt. Edward Sears re- 
ported seeing the witness in a 
station wagon away from West- 
bourne on the fatal night. 


Dressed in a white linen suit, 
Christie kissed the Bible after tak- 
ing the oath, then answered in a 
firm, calm voice the questions put 
to him by the Bahamas’ Attorney 
General, Eric Hallinan. 

“I knew Sir Harry Oakes well,” 
he said as the questioning went

Yanks Capture Command- 
ing Heights, Take Five 
Towns—British Eighth 
Army Thrusts Forward 
Four Miles. :

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, AlL- 
GIERS, Oct. 19 (AP).—The battle 
of the Volturno River has ended 
in victory for the Fifth Army 


with the American and British 
troops crossing the river at all 
points, it was announced today. 

American troops captured five 
villages on the eastern sector of 
the Fifth Army line in a sweep- 
ing advance of from three to five 
miles, Simultaneously British 
troops between Capua and the sea 
swept over the difficult river bar- 
rier at all points on bridges con- 
structed by American engineers. 

At the same time, Gen, Sir Ber- 
nard LL. Montgomery’s LEighth 
Army continued to push back the 
Germans and captured the towns 
of Santo Stefano and Montecilfone 
on the east side of Italy. 

The Fifth Army push put the 
Allies astride the Titerno River 
where enemy resistance slackened. 
The Allies captured the villages of 
Gioia, Liberi, Faicchio, Pontelatone 
and Alvignano and also Bressa, 
near the west coast north of the 
Volturno, 

Field Marshal Gen. Albert Kes- 
selring’s troops showed signs of 
weakening in their desperate de- 
fense against the east flank of the 
Fifth Army line, but the five vil- 
lages in rough mountain country 
had to be taken by bitter, hard- 
won infantry advances. 

Fight for High Ground. 

American troops encountered 
numerous valleys and streams in 
their advance and crossed the 
Tierno, a tributary of the Volturno, 
at least at one Spot. 

“These gains on the mountain 
heights is where they count,” a 
military spokesman said, “If the 
mountains are taken the Germans 
will be forced to abandon the low 
lands along the coast.” 

As the military spokesman told 
of the American gains word was 
flashed from the Fifth Army that 
“all the British troops between 
Capua and the sea had crossed 
the Volturno.”

Two Waves Hit Skoplje 


—Partisans Assail Al- 
leged Gift of Liberators 
to Mihailovich.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS, Al- 
giers, Oct. 19 (AP).—United States 
medium Mitchell bombers and 


Lightnings, reaching out in’ sup- 
port of Yugoslav’ guerrillas, 
swooped deep into Yugoslavia yes- 
terday to amash the vital railroad 
center of Skoplje controlling the 
Vardar Valley leading south into 
Salonika and Greece, Allied head- 
quarters announced today, 

Tracks were ripped up, the 
Skoplje rail bridge southeast of 
the yards bombed and at least 
three locomotives and 15 rail cars 
destroyed by two waves of planes 
which caught the German defenses 
completely off guard. Neither ene- 
my fighters nor antiaircraft fire 
were encountered, 


Bomlts Hit Center of Yards. 


The bombers, with P-38 Light- 
ning escorts, began the attack, hit- 
ting the north and south ends of 
the yards, where switching facili- 
ties were concentrated. Other 
bombs struck in the center of the 
yards, destroying’ tracks. Two 
hours later a wave of bomb-carry- 
ing Lightnings sped over the area 
to attack the bridge four miles 
away and to hit the nearby signal 
building and passenger station. 

The Skoplije blow followed raids 
Sunday night by Royal Air Force 
heavy bombers on Nazi airfields 
on Rhodes and Crete. A Cairo 
communique said the big bombers 
attacked Maritza and Calato on 
Rhodes, and other aircraft at- 
tacked Heraklion and Castelli on 
Crete and Skyros harbor in the 
Aegean Sea. 

Enemy Ship Torpedoed. 

Last night an enemy merchant 
vessel was torpedoed and set on 
fire by aircraft off the south coast 
of Greece, Cairo reported. 

“In daylight yesterday, R. A. F. 
fighters shot down three JU-88s 
out of a force of 12 encountered 
over Castelrosso without loss to 
themselves,” the communique said. 
“Other aircraft attacked surface 
craft off the island of Cos. 

“From these and other opera- 
tions, one of our aircraft missing.”

RUSSIANS CAPTURE 
RAIL CNY SOUTH 
OF KREMENCHUE 


Pyatikhatka, 100 Other 
Places Taken — Ger- 
mans Admit Falling 
Back 12 Miles. 


LONDON, Oct. 19 (AP).—The 
Red Army expanding a major 
breakthrough on the middle Dnie- 


per front southeast of Kremenchug 
rolled over more than 100 popu- 
lated places today in advances of 
fram 9 to 12 miles and captured 
the important rail junction of Py- 
atikhatka, more than 30 miles be- 
yond the Dnieper River, Moscow 
announced tonight. ‘ 

These gains, announced in acom- 
munique broadcast from Moscow 
and recorded by the Soviet moni- 
tor, were on a sector which had 
been described in Berlin broadcasts 
throughout the day as a “battle- 
front of blood.” 

Tne Germans acknowledged fall- 
ing back 12 miles in this sector, 
bu said the Russian gains were 
made only at the cost of huge num- 
bers of men and tremendous quan- 
tities of material. 


MOSCOW, Oct. 19 (AP). — The 
Germans were reported rushing re- 
inforcements from the Crimea to- 
day in a desperate attempt to hold 
the South Ukraine stronghold of 
Melitopol in the face of Russian 
offensives from the east and north 
aimed at cracking that gateway to 
the Crimea and engulfing large 
Nazi forces in the peninsula. 

Some of the bitterest fighting of 
the war was raging inside Meli- 
topol, the Russians said. Red 
Army shock spearheads, battling 
with bayonets and grenades in a 
blinding dust storm, inched their 
way through a formidable maze 
of blockhouses and street defenses, 
a Soviet communique said, cleared 
several districts of last ditch de- 
fenders, hurled back a strong Ger- 
man counterattack southwest of 
the city and “captured large quan- 
tities of war materials.” 

Reds Advance Four Miles,

Session of Secretaries 
Opens Few Hours After 
Americans, British Ar- 
rive— Russians Extend 
Warm Welcome.

MOSCOW, Oct. 19 (AP).—Secre- 
tary of State Cordell Hull, highest 
United States official ever to vis- 
it Moscow, plunged quickly today 


‘into the war’s first full dress tri- 


partite conference, meeting with 
his British and Russian counter- 
parts, Anthony Eden and Vyaches- 
lav Molotov, only a few hours 
after concluding his 14,000-mile 
flight to the Russian capital. 

As the Foreign Secretaries 
settled down to the first day’s busi- 
ness, the Soviet press turned the 
spotlight on the long awaited get- 


together, at which the Russians 
consider a “second front” in West- 
ern Europe an important topic. 

Despite their long, hard trip, 
Hull and Eden were eager to begin 
the discussions with Molotov. Both 
the American and British foreign 
officials expected the conference 
to lay the groundwork for future 
conversations among United Na- 
tions leaders, The representativ 
of the three nations were expected \ 
to discuss not only wartime but 
postwar matters of a military, po- 
litical and economic nature. 

Afternoon Session Held. 

Preliminary discussions were 
held at the Kremlin last evening 
shortly after the arrival of the 
American and British visitors at 
the Moscow airdrome, but the first 
real business session did not take 
place until this afternoon. 

A joint three-power statement 
was issued at 11 o'clock last night 
announcing the personnel of the 
delegations and quoting the brief 
statements made by Hull and 
Eden on their arrival. 

“It gives me special satisfac- 
tion to visit Moscow, the capital 
of a great country united with my 
own in a common cause,” Hull 
said. 

“I also have a pleasing oppor- 
tunity of returning the visit to 
Washington of the Soviet Foreign 
Minister, Mr, Molotov, and I am 
looking forward to the conversa- 
tions with him and Mr, Eden.”

Stettinius’ Views. 

Acting Secretary of State Ed- 
ward R. Stettinius, speaking in 
Washington, set a dual goal for 
the Moscow talks—a co-ordinated: 
drive toward “complete defeat of 
the ruthless Nazis and the estab- 
lishment of a just and lasting 

ace.”. 

Through articles in the news- 
papers Pravda, Izvestia and Red 
Star, the Russian Government has 
been emphasizing the need for 
military action to speed the end 
of the war. However, officials 
here said that agreement on fun- 
damentals of foreign policy which 
would make possible establishment 
of joint boards to work out de- 
tails would serve both purposes. 

This is the avowed aim of the 
American delegation at Moscow. 

It is not expected that commit- 
ments on the shape of the new 
world will be made, but if the 
point is reached where technicians 
can go ahead and work out defi- 
nite solutions in the framework 
of a settled policy and President 
Roosevelt, Prime Minister Church- 
ill and Premier Stalin can meet 
to make final decisions, the par- 
ley will be regarded here as hav- 
ing been a success. 

Although military conversations 
will figure prominently in the con- 
ference, the prime concern is be- 
lieved to be to lay the ground- 
work for an understanding on 
handling problems the peace will 
present. 

Much may: hinge on whether 
Stalin is convinced that peace can 
be assured by some international 
agency. One question asked here 
is whether—if Russia could reach 
a satisfactory agreement with 
Britain and the United States on 
means to assure its security—it 
would not be willing to give up 
some of its demands for border 
territory. 

Other major questions are what 
treatment is to be accorded a de- 
feated Germany? What shall be 
the fate of Poland? What about 
the Balkan states? 

And aside from questions of 
boundaries, the matter of which 
groups are to govern in Europe 
once peace is restored may present 
issues. In Yugoslavia at present 
there is the picture of Partisan 
forces, reported supported by Rus- 
sia, at odds with the armies of 
‘General Draja Mihailovic, sup- 
ported by King Peter and the 
Yugoslav government in exile. 

Hulls Expressed Views. 

In general, little has been dis- 
closed as to the Soviet views on 
the postwar world whereas the 
American views have been sketched 
in broad outline by Hull. 

In a broadcast address on Sept. 
12 Hull declared the peace must 
be backed by readiness to use 
force to maintain it. He also de- 
clared for establishment of an in- 
ternational agency to settle inter- 
national political differences .by 
peaceful means, and for establish- 
ment of an international court of 
justice. 

Holding his first press confer- 
ence since he became Under Secre- 
tary of State early this month, 
Stettinius said he was “tremen- 
dously encouraged” about the con- 
ference and looking forward to 
very constructive results. 

“T am certain that the frank and 
friendly discussions which will 
take place during the conference 
will enable the three powers fur- 
ther to co-ordinate their efforts to 
attain the goal we are all striving 
for, the complete defeat of the 
ruthless Nazis and the establish- 
ment of a just and lasting peace 
under which all nations will pros- 
per in a world free from the threat 
of aggression,” said his statement.

Dr, Stewart said the school now 
had about 35 students and “six 
or seven” faculty members. Dr. 
D. M. Frederick of Kansas City 
is president of the school, he said.

Milton B. Redd, executive secre- 
tary of the Coal Exchange, an as- 
sociation of the city’s larger coal 
dealers, appeared as a witness be- 
fore the special aldermanic com- 
mittee investigating the com- 
munity’s coal supply, but declined 
to produce records of the associa- 
tion which had been subpenaed. 

Questioned by Alderman George 
WN. Daugherty, committee chair- 
man, Redd said he hadn’t thought 
it “necessary” to bring the records 
and that he was unwilling to make 
available to the committee the 
amount of dues paid this year by 
the exchange’s 33 active members 
because dues are based on the 
amount of coal handled by each 
member during the previous fiscal 
year. 

The exchange was willing, he 
said, to assist the inquiry into the 
supply of coal here, but “records 
of a trade association are not ger- 
gnane to the proceedings and are 
confidential.” 

“Are you aware that you are de- 
fying this committee?” Daugherty 
asked. 

Redd replied: “I believe the com- 
mittee would find it hard to estab- 
lish that dues paid on last year's 
business throw any light on this 
inquiry.” 

James L. Ford Jr., chairman of 
the Municipal Smoke Elimination 
Committee, charged at yesterday's 
session that the activities of the 
committee have been “more of an 
inquisition than an investigation.” 
He did not question the right of 
the Board of Aldermen to investi- 
gate any municipal matter, but 
the committee had been harmful 
in providing a sounding board for 
opponents of the smoke ordinance. 

Ford then referred to George M. 
Curran, a coa!] dealer who had been 
taking an active part in question- 
ing witnesses before the commit- 
tee, and declared that the commit- 
tee had turned its meetings over to 
“the arch enemy of the smoke or- 
dinance.” Curran long opposed 
the smoke ordinance. Ford added 
thatthe coal situation had been pic- 
tured as more serious than it ac- 
tually is, and that the city was bet- 
ter off than many others. 
Attacks Estimate of Empty Bins. 

St. Louis has been receiving 
about 70,000 tons of coal a month, 
Ford said, and this has enabled 
dealers to supply about 1500 cus- 
tomers a day. He thought esti- 
mates of the number of empty 
coal bins, even the 13,000 estimate 
of Smoke Commissioner Robert M. 
Boyles, were too high. Daugherty’s 
figure of 50,000 empty bins, he 
said, was “absurd.” 

Ford said he had been informed 
by Joseph B. Eastman, director of 
the Office of Defense Transporta- 
tion, that there would be no 
shortage of railroad cars available 
to haul coal into St. Louis when 
the coal itself is available. 

Rush on Orders Abates. 

Redd, of the Coal Exchange, 
told the Post-Dispatch today the 
rush for emergency coal orders 
which the exchange has offered to 
fill appeared to have abated, Only 
about 30 applicants visited the ex- 
echange’s office in the Fullerton 
Building, Seventh and Pine streets, 
this morning. Since Saturday 196 
applications were received. 

Of these 196, Redd -aid, only 
three or four represented critical 
emergency conditions where sick- 
ness or other reasons required im- 
mediate action. Another three or 
four turned out to be fake appli- 
cations where false names or 
addresses were given. In all, Redd 
aaid, 84 applications have been 
taken care of. He said he was

Feathers—not smoke smudges, nor 
bloodstains — must haunt the 
dreams of the killer of Sir Harry 


Oakes. 

This correspondent and _ the 
Associated Press representative 
were in the group~of reporters 
permitted to view the death room 
in Westbourne, Oakes’ palatial es- 
tate, yesterday after the Bahamas 
Supreme Court jury completed its 
inspection. 

It was the first time that any- 
one not directly connected with the 
case had been allowed inside the 
house. The most striking impres- 
sion was feathers, thousands of 
charred feathers. One could vis- 
ualize them loosened from a pil- 
low by flames and whipped in a 
cloud over the dying man's body 
by the near-by electric fan. 

The Chief Justice, the attorneys 
and the defendant, Alfred de Mar- 
igny, Oakes’ son-in-law, accompan- 
ied the jury on its tour of inspection. 
Obeying orders, the prisoner kept 
his hands in the pockets of his 
well-tailored gray suit and grinned 
unconcernedly as he walked to the 
front door. *The jurors were 
solemn-faced, and many eyed De 
Marigny curiously. 

As they emerged, he smiled, 
chatted briefly with his attorneys 
on the porch, then, his collar 
turned up, dashed to his car, either 
to avoid photographers or because 
he has recently recovered from in- 
fluenza. 

Interior of Westbourne. . 

The interior of Westbourne was 
all quiet taste and serenity. To the 
left of the front hall is a large 
living room carpeted in blue and 
furnished in flowered chintz, To 
the right are a solarium and a 
wide, carpeted stairway to the sec- 
ond floor. 

In Oakes’ room, at the left of 
the landing, are twin beds. And 
the bed nearer the door is heaped 
with charred feathers from his 
burned pillow. There are feathers 
on the mattress, which is charred, 
and on the floor rests the fan 
aimed toward the bed. 

The official photographer says 
that Oakes’ body and face were 
also covered with feathers. 

Squares of the green carpet have 
been cut out for evidence, but wide 
burned spots remain near the bed 
and across the room toward the 
door. 

The famous screen on which 
fingerprints were found, now re- 
posing under a sheet in the court- 
room, was used to separate the 
beds from a sitting room furnished 
with a tan chaise longue, desk, and 
an overstuffed chair. 

Smoke Smudges Outside Door. 

Smoke smudges outside the door 
may indicate the outline of a 
crouching body to detectives, but 
not to me, although obviously 
some barrister could prove me 
wrong.

LUCAS VIEWS FLOOD CONTROL 
WORK AS POSTWAR PROBLEM 


i 


Illinois Senator Tells Mississippi Valley As- 
sociation All Programs at Present Must 
Aid Victory. 


Flood control in the Upper Mis- 
sissippi Basin must be viewed 
largely as postwar work, Senator 
Scott W. Lucas of Illinois told the 
— — Valley Association to- 

ay. . 

Under existing restrictions of the 
War Production Bpard on public 
works, he pointed out, flood con- 
trol projects during the war emer- 
gmency are being held in abeyance 
unless the work is deemed essen- 
tial to the war effort. 

Completion of the projects con- 
templated under the Flood Control 
Acts of 1936 and 1938 would afford 
protection primarily to agricul- 
tural lands, so that the War Food 
Administration -would be required 
to certify the essentialness of this 
work, he continued, adding that 
not only materials but man power 
constitute a problem. 

“The quickest way to get action 
on completion of these Upper Mis- 
sissippi projects is to lick the 
Nazis and the Japs at the earliest 
possible moment,” Senator Lucas 
declared, 

Most Damage Repaired. 

The association’s Flood Control 
Committee has indicated that it 
likewise views this work as part 
of a long-range postwar program, 
holding that most of the levees and 
other works damaged in the 1943 
floods already have been recon- 
structed through the 10-million- 
dollar appropriation for emergency 
relief provided by the bill Senator 
Lucas introduced last June. 

Three-fourths of the Lower Mis- 
sissippi Valley is now fully pro- 
tected, and flood threats have been 
reduced for most of the remaining 
section, Maj. Gen, Eugene Rey- 
bold, chief of the United States 
Army Engineers, reported, declar- 
ing that application of a compre- 
hensive flood control program 
from Cairo to the sea indicates the 
kind of plan that can be worked 
out in other basins, 

Authorizations have been made 
for nearly 500 flood control proj- 
ects in the United States, exclusive 
of work on the lower Mississippi, 
he said. “Completion of these 
projects halted by the war gives us 
a potential, postwar flood control 
program amounting to $2,600,- 
000,000,” he continued. “Combined 
with the navigation program, these 
stand as splendid, already planned 
postwar projects.” 

“Common-Sense” Policy. 

Gov. Dwight Griswold of Ne- 
braska said continuation of Gov- 
ernment-financed public works 
such as construction of flood con- 
trol, irrigation and navigation 
projects, highways and airports 
was a “common-sense” policy, but 
added, “We should not permit our- 
selves to become lobbyists for the 
spending of Government money, 
which after all comes from the 
taxpayers, unless we see that the 
projects are economically sound 
and unless we are sure that we 
will receive value for the money 
spent.” 

He condemned public works 
projects “merely for the sake of 
making jobs,” and added, ‘Many 
Government projects have been 
built in the last 10 years which 


would be sound if they had only 
cost the amount of money they 
should have cost—for instance, a 
10-million-dollar project might be 
worth while and might actually 
pay dividends, but if that 10- 
million-dollar project actually con- 
sumes 25 million dollars, that is 
another matter.” 

Gov. Griswold said industry 
must have proper laws if it is to 
function efficiently after the war. 
“It needs tax laws which are writ- 
ten before the _ taxing period 
starts,” he declared. “It needs tax 
laws which. are intended to help, 
not punish, and which permit in- 
dustry to make a profit and use 
same of it for new development.” 

Senator Harry S. Truman of Mis- 
souri, referring to the flood con- 
trol plan worked out by Army en- 
gineers and now being studied in 
Washington, termed this the first 
comprehensive program yet de- 
veloped. He praised the work of 
Col. Lewis A, Pick, former en- 
gineer of the Missouri River di- 
vision, and the National Resources 
Planning Board in formulating this 
program, 

Col. Miles Reber, successor to 
Col. Pick, said the over-all plan 
contemplated about 73 million 
acre-feet of storage in major reser- 
voirs in the Upper Missouri Basin, 
this space to be devoted to naviga- 
tion, reclamation and power uses 
as well as to flood control. 


Discussing the future of commer- 
cial aviation, V. P. Conroy, vice- 
president of Transcontinental & 
Western Air, said the war had in- 
terrupted TWA plans for 57-pas- 
senger planes which would make it 
possible for St. Louisans to reach 
New Orleans in two and one-half 
hours, New York in three and one- 
half hours, and Los Angeles in less 
than seven hours. He predicted 
development of short-line traffic 
on air lines after the war, and a 
big reduction in passenger and air- 
mail rates, 


R. Adm. Howard lL. Vickery, 
vice-chairman of the United States 
Maritime Commission, said Amer- 
ican shipyards are now turning 
out merchant vesselg at a rate ex- 
ceeding 20 million dead-weight 
tons a year, and advocated reduced 
but continued shipbuilding after 
the war, to keep the industry alive 
and capable of rapid expansion in 
an emergency. 


Quick Freezing of Food. 

Wayne C. Chatfield, Under Sec- 
retary of Commerce, predicted that 
quick freezing of food, a develop- 
ment retarded by the war, will 
have tremendous growth in the 
postwar period. 

There is every reason to believe 
that the volume of freight trans- 
ported on the Mississippi and Ohio 
rivers will continue high after the 
war, V. Adm. R. R. Waesche, com- 
mandant of the United States 
Coast Guard, declared. 

Improvement of the old Henne- 
pin Canal, which connects the Mis- 
sissippi and Illinois rivers at Mo- 
line and FPureau, Il., was advocat- 
ed by Thomas R. Bellmar, presi- 
dent of the Rock River Valley De- 
velopment Association.

—Sail Late in Week. 


MORMUGAO, Portuguese India, 
Oct. 19 (AP).—-American nationals 
filed off the Japanese ship Teia 
Maru today and boarded the ex- 
change liner Gripsholm, which will 
carry them home after months of 
internment in Japanese hands. 

They exchanged places’ with 
Japanese nationals brought here 
aboard the Gripsholm from Amer- 
ica. 

It is expected the Gripsholm will 
sail late this week. 

(There was no immediate expla- 
nation as to why the sailing would 
not come ‘sooner, but presumably 
the delay was occasioned by fuel- 
ing arrangements and the check- 
ing of papers).

Even for old Shanghai Tai- 
pans (business tycoons) who can 
well afford the sacrifices they 
made in their waistlines, food is 
the major topic of conversation. 
American correspondents and 
others who have access to the lim- 
ited dock area in which the Tela 
Maru's passengers are allowed to 


lounge, are frequently accosted by 
American refugees and asked to 
make purchases of fruit and 
sweets in the town which is pro- 
hibited to them. 

“Crazy for Som Sweet.” 

Today as I approached the ship 
with a basket load of bananas for 
a friend on board, I was stopped 
six times and asked if I would sell 
them. One lone repatriate said: 

“For gosh sakes, buddy, see if 
you can find me a chocolate bar, 
will you? I’m crazy for something 
sweet.” | 

Miss Anne McMechem of St. 
Louis, Mo., who is leader of the 
American Red Cross delegation 
aboard the Gripsholm, made great 
preparations for the reception of 
American and Canadian _ repatri- 
ates aboard the gaily-colored 
Swedish liner on which they will 
make the 45-day last lap of their 
journey homeward. 

“Don’t tell any of the repatri- 
ates, because we want it to be a 
surprise,” Miss McMechem said, 
“but the ship’s kitchen has ar- 
ranged a big buffet dinner for 
them the moment they come on 
board. After they’ve filled them- 
selves and settled down, we will 
| begin the distribution of clothing, 
'confections, toys and other pres- 
ents we brought from the United 
States.” 

Next to food, the thing the re- 
patriates will appreciate most will 
be the stacks of mail ‘from the 
folks at home which are to be dis- 
tributed shortly after they leave 
the Teia Maru and become free 
men and women aboard the Grips- 
holm. 

Arrangements for the transfer 
of American internees from. the 
Teia Maru to the Gripsholm are 
nearing completion under the effi- 
cient management of American 
consular officials. All day today 
the repatriates have been filing 
through improvised headquarters 
like docile lambs (the result of 
long months of regimentation) to 
receive billeting tickets for the re- 
mainder of the voyage. 

Couldn’t Take It With Them. 

There will be no discrimination. 
Berthing on the Gripsholm will be 
on the basis of age and health, 
not on the basis of wealth. Re- 
patriation, in fact, has proved to 
be a great leveler. When they 
started their journey from the Far 
East, the repatriates were prohib- 
ited to carry more than 5500 Nan- 
king dollars (roughly $55 Ameri- 
can) which quickly melted away, 
especially for those who availed 
themselves of stocks of French 
wines and champagne which the 
Teia Maru still carried as a relic 
of the days when it was the 
French liner Arramis, 

Shanghai business men. accus- 
tomed to handling hundreds of 
thousands of dollars and com- 
manding armies of employes were 
faced with the necessity of spong- 
ing on friends for loans of from 
10 cents to $1. 

For expense money during their 
six-week voyage aboard the Grips- 
holm, the United States Govern- 
ment will provide each repatriate 
with 50 American dollars. At 
Port Elizabeth, they will get $25 
more for shopping purposes and at 
Rio de Janeiro another $15. For 
these allowances the _ repatriates 
will sign non-interest-bearing 
promissory notes. Passage from 
Goa to New York will cost each 
repatriate $575, but as practically 
all are broke, Uncle Sam will put 
up the money in return for prom- 
issory notes. 

The Japs on the Gripsholm and 
the Allied nationals on the Teia 
Maru are remaining on their re- 
spective ships while negotiations 
are being completed for the final 
transfer. Once started the ex- 
change can be effected within the 
space of a few hours as the ships 
are fenced off on the wharf for 
the passage of the repatriates to 
their respective ships. These 
Americans and Canadians ‘(and a 
sprinkling of Britons and Latin 
Americans) who have been sleep- 
ing on mattresses on the floors of 
their cabins, because of congested 
conditions on the Teia Maru, were 
relieved to learn that, while the 
Gripsholm will also be very crowd- 
ed, there will be berths for all. 

Americans and Japanese’ came 


down in large numbers today to 
sun themselves on the decks. The 
Jap internees went through vigor- 
ous mass drills. Six weeks on the 


Gripsholm should put the Amer- 
ican repatriates in shape for their 
arrival in New York. A beauty 
parlor, swimming pool, massage 
parlor, and ample supplies of new 
clothes and good food will make a 
whale of a difference in their ap- 
pearance. : 

The Teia Maru today began tak- 
ing on the large cargo of Red 
Cross gift boxes brought here 
on the . Gripsholm for deliv- 
ery to American and Canadian in- 
ternees and prisoners-of-war atill 
remaining in the Far East. Each 
box contains a pound of butter, a 
bar of chocolate, a pound of Klim, 
a pound of jam, a tin of corned 
beef, a package of tea or coffee, a 


bar of soap, a pound of biscuits, a 
package of cheese, a package of 
luncheon meat, a package of 
prunes, a package of raisna, a half 
pound of sugar, a tin of sardines 
and a tin of salmon. 

Unfortunately, it is unlikely that 
the gifts will reach their destina- 
tion until after the New Year. 
Certainly, gift packages will be 
welcome and may actually save 
lives. 


Kite-Flying Crime in Holland. 


LONDON, Oct. 19 (AP).—Kite 
‘flying, already forbidden by the 
Nazis. in Holland, has been made 
a crime punishable by prison sen- 
tences and fines for the parents 
of offending children, says the of- 
ficial Dutch news agency Aneta. 
Presumably the Nazis fear kites

than 5000 disabled Allied service 
men, including 17 Americans, who 
were captured by the Germans on 
many battlefields and who have 
‘spent months and even years in 
prisoner-of-war camps, are on 
their way home in the war's first 
military prisoner exchange with 
Germany. 
_ The exchange for an undisclosed 
number of wounded Germans in 
Allied hands is taking place by 
way of Swedish and Spanish ports. 
The British Foreign Office an- 
nounced that the Americans in- 
volved would be “sent back to their 
homes as soon as possible after 
they have reached this county” 
and have communicated with their 
families. 

The Foreign Office said the re- 
patriation was being carried out 
in three separate movements, with 
a transfer of Allied and German 
casualties at Goeteborg Sweden, a 
similar exchange at Barcelona, 
Spain, and an embarkation of Ger- 
man prisoners, without an  ex- 
change, at an Allied port in No 
west Africa. : 

Under Way at Goeteborg. 

A Goeteborg dispatch, disclosi 
that the exchange there had been 
in progress for more than three 
days, said the transfer involved 
5175 invalids, of whom 4340 were 
Allied personnel and 8385 Germans. 
The hospital ships picking up the 
exchanged prisoners, the dispatch 
said, were expected to sail by tc- 
morrow. i

BERATORS DOWN 
? NAZI BOMBERS I 
OCEAN DOGFIGHT 


Two Others Probably Lost 
in Battles With Convoy 
Protectors — One U. S. 
Plane Crashes. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 19 (AP).—The 
First Bomber Command disclosed 
today that two—possibly four— 
Nazi bombers bent on the destruc- 
tion of Allied shipping were shot 
down by planes of the Army Air 


striking toward Rechitsa, 27 miles 
west of Gomel. The advance, if 
continued, would threaten the Ger- 
man railroad link with Poland and 
drive a wedge between the enemy 
armies to the north and south, 


The Russians reported nearly 
7000 Germans were killed on all 
fronts yesterday, 


The new gains against the 
crumbling German Dnieper de- 
fense system heralded what may 
prove to be a major disaster for 
the enemy, Russian dispatches in- 
timated. 


(German radio commentators 
frankly admitted the gravity of the 
German position in lower Russia 
and the Crimea. One said the 
Nazis had been forced to fall back 
in the Dnieper bend under the 
numerical superiority of 20 Red 
Army divisions and numerous tank 
brigades. Another commentator 
reported the Russians were aiming 
southward at Berislav, on the low- 
er Dnieper, in an effort to seal off 
the German forces based on 
Dnieperopetrovsk, in the Crimea 
and at Melitopol.)

Secretaries Attack Fed- 
eral Plan as Invasion 
of Commonwealths’ 


Rights. 


Members of the Nd¢dtional Associ- 
ation of Secretaries of state, meet- 
ing in their twenty-sixth annual 
conference at the Coronado Hotel, 
were attempting today to settle 
one of the most heated controver- 
sies in the history of their organi- 


zation—the matter of a congrese 


sional bil] providing voting ma- 
chinery for men and women in the 
armed services. 

In spite of the urgency to settle 
their controversy, speakers at this 
morning’s session shied clear of 
the question. Speakers were 
Thomas E. Jones, Secretary of 
State in Maryland; William J. 


Storey, Secretary of State in Dela- | 


ware, and Frank Bane, executive 
director of the Council of State 


Governments, who said each state 
has two jobs to do. 

The first, he said, is to do ev- 
erything and anything to assist in 
the prosecution of the war, and 
the second, he added, is to “put 
your own house in order” so that 
each state will be ready to assume 
its responsibility for postwar re- 
construction and development, 


Lucas Defends BIIL 


During a six-hour session yester- 
day afternoon, secretaries of state 
from the North, East and South 
attacked a proposed soldiers’ vot- 
ing measure on grounds that it 
Was unnecessary, and, further- 
more, invaded tn’ privileges of 
states to set up and operate their 
own voting system. 

The association last night heard 
Senator Scott W. Lucas of Illinois 
defend a soldiers’ voting bill, which 
has been introduced by him and 
Senator Theodore Green of Rhode 
Island. Senator Lucas said of the 
rights of armed service personnel 
to vote: “These men will soon con- 
trol the destiny of this nation. 
They should not, under any cir- 
cumstances, be disenfranchised in 
the most important national elec- 
tion since 1864. 

“They are beating back the pow- 
er of those who would destroy the 
right to hold an election and to 
have the results respected and 
obeyed.” 

Issue of States’ Rights. 

The secretaries of state appeared 
to be in full agreement with these 
sentiments, during yesterday’s dis- 
cussion, but they were not con- 
vinced that the Green-Lucas Dill 
was the proper procedure. 

“The national Government,” 
some of them said, “is invading the 
sacred rights of the states, provid- 
ed by the Constitution, for each 
state to conduct its own elections, 
state, local and national.” 

The sentiment against a Fed- 
erally enacted soldiers’ voting bill 
was set off by John B. Wilson, 
Secretary of State of Georgia, who 
shouted: “Why should they set up 
a Federal commission (provided in 
the Green-Lucas bill) to receive 
the votes of our soldier boys and 
girls?

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SMUTS PREDICTS BIG EUROPE 
“BLOW IN 44, SAYS YANKS MAY

‘American Man Power 


West in View of Prolonged Strain on — 


Our Grand Reserve in 


ain’—General Asserts Allied Progress Has 
Exceeded Expectations. 


LONDON, Oct. 19 (AP). 


IELD MARSHAL JAN CHRISTIAAN SMUTS, Prime Minister of 
Fine Union of South Africa, predicts a grand assault on Adolf 

Hitler’s central fortress of Europe next year and says American 
troops may have to play the decisive part. 

“In view of the intense and prolonged’ strain and excessive de- 
mands on the British Commonwealth, American man power has been 
rightly looked on as our grand strategic reserve in the west for the 
final moves of the war,” the South African soldier-statesman said 
today in a war commentary at the London Guildhall. 


“While therefore every ally will 
go all out to bring about the final 
climax,” he added, “the U. S. A— 
latest, freshest and most potent 
newcomer in the field—may have 
to play the decisive part in the 
conclusive act of the great war 
drama.” 

Important World Role. 


Smuts said that such a role in 
the war would also be the best 
justification for the all important 
part the United States is destined 
to play in the peace negotiations 
and the rebuilding of the world. 

“For no nation in history has 80 
great and s0 honorable a destiny 
been marked out by the course of 
events. None ever had so high @ 
mission of good and goodwill. On‘ 
none have such high hopes been 
built.” 

Smuts disclosed that the United 
Nations already have gone farther 
and achieved more than they had 
planned to do by winter. 

Smuts referred only briefly to 
the Balkan situation, but he made 
it clear that there would be fight- 
ing there. 

“We may confidently reckon on 
atill further advances,” he said, 
“especially in Southern and South- 
eastern Europe, and by the com- 
ing winter we shall have closed in 
upon Hitler’s central fortress of 
Europe and be making our dispo- 
sitions for a grand assault by all 


arms next year.” 


War’s Turning Points. 


The real turning points of the 
war, he said, were Stalingrad and 
E] Alamein, and while great Amer- 
ican forces would play their de- 
cisive part, nothing could rob Rus- 
gia and the British commonwealth 
of the glory and honor of having 
turned the tide when the enemy 
was*in sight of a colossal achieve- 
ment. : 

Acknowledging that Russia’s 
contribution to the war has been 
immense, Smuts asserted there 
had been no greater event in the 
war than the success of Allied 
strategy in the Mediterranean. 

“I say with all emphasis that 
nothing comparable or of greater 
importance has been achieved in 
this war.” 

Of Prime Minister 
Churchill, he said: 

“You have found a leader great- 
er than Clemenceau’ (Georges 
Clemenceau, Premier of France 
during World War I), and he will 
lead you to a mote conclusive and 
fruitful victory than that of the 
last war” 


Shift to Offensive. 

Reviewing the United Nations’ 
change from defensive to offen- 
sive warfare during the last year, 
Smuts said: “The destruction of 
the German army at Stalingrad 
sent a shiver and a shock through 
the entire German line... . And 
their long line ever since has been 
bending or reeling back until now 
it rests temporarily and uneasily 
behind the Dnieper. 

“The Axis debacle at El] Alamein 
spread over the whole of Italian 
North Africa until now . . the 
Allied forces are marching on 
Rome. 

“The passive agony of Europe 
under the Nazi heel is everywhere 
changing over to active sabotage 
or guerrilla resistance. The U-boat 
campaign for the moment has been 
countered. The Solomons have been 
cleaned up; and New Guinea is in 
the process of being cleaned up. 

“The change within these 12 
months is indeed spectacular. If 
the enemy had reached the Volga- 
Caspian line in the North; and 
had taken Egypt in the South; and 
from both points had pushed on 
to join hands with Japan moving 
westwards from India — what a 
mortal blow would have been 
struck at our prospects of victory!” 


His Views on Germany. 


Smuts stated flatly that Ger- 
many came first in Allied strategy: 

“That assault will be our first 
priority, and while it goes on we 
shall be increasing our pressure 
in the Far East and taking all 
preparatory steps for an assault 
on Japan, which is our second 
priority. 

“The fall of Hitler in the West 
will have far-reaching repercus- 
sions in the Far East, and will 
probably facilitate and hasten the 
fall of Japan thereafter. Indeed, 
the collapse of Germany may mark 
the beginning of a cataclysmic 
turn of events in the Far East 
and an early end of the war there- 
after.” 

The General said that if Europe 
was to be saved from “immeasur- 
able disaster” the earliest end of 
the war was required. He con- 
cluded: 

“Hitler is no longer fighting for 
victory, but for time—for some- 
thing to happen—for those acci- 
dents which so often upset the run 
of events. His only hope now is 
to prolong the war on the off 
chance of something happening; 
some new weapon; perhaps some 
difference among the Allies; war

HE presence of Nazi troops of 
occupation has affected prac- 
tically every inhabitant © of 
Northern Italy, according to re- 
ports reaching this country. The 
Nazis began by requisitioning food. 
Then they seized textiles. Now 
they have taken away beds. 

In Milan, for example, after a 
24-hour warning, all the city’s 
villas were occupied, says the Swiss 
newspaper Libera Stampa, their 
owners were not permitted to re- 
move a single piece of furniture, 
linen, silver, carpets, pictures or 
china, In Como, hotels, including 
the Villa d’Este well known ot 
wealthy honeymooners, were occu- 
pied. When beds were insufficient 
they were requisitioned from pri- 
vate residences along with mat- 
tresses and bed jinen, their own- 
ers being obliged to sleep on the 
floor. * 

Every Milan hotel worthy of the 
name is now in possession of Nazi 
troops though the higher officials 
seem to prefer Como as being less 
threatened from air bombard- 
ments. The humblest German sol- 
dier sleeps on a householder’s mat- 
tress. If the owner dares to com- 
plain he is told that all armies be- 
have thus, 

Seize Italian Cars. 

Germans are rarely seen on foot; 
they speed along in Italian cars 
and lay hands on anything they 
fancy. Not a single cart or truck 
is left; everything has gone to the 
Other side of the Alps. Two or 
three trains run daily on principal 
railroad lines, regardless of sched- 
ule. Civilian travel probably will 
be limited to two journeys weekly. 

Eyewitnesses report that a train- 
load of first aid material was 
seized from the military hospital 
in Milan and sent to Germany. 
Rice is often exported unpolished, 
so great is the occupying force’s 
haste to grab while they can. 

The Italian population no longer 
suffers in silence. Manifest signs 
of hatred are reported in various 
regions. For instance, around 
Mantua, many incidents have 
taken place and all the perpetra- 
tors have been punished with 
death. As reprisal for the shoot- 
ing of two German soldiers 10 
innocent men were selected from 
internees of a concentration camp 
and shot. Their families were in- 
formed by posters at street cor- 
ners. 

Last Thursday an S. S. (Elite 
Guard) group insisted on inspect- 
ing a passenger train at Mortara 
on the Milan-Alessandria line. The 
station master remonstrated that 
the train was already late in leav- 
ing. He was bayoneted in the 
back. 

Partisans in small villages in 
Cuneo Province succeeded in hold- 
ing up a German armored car and 
killing its occupants. When the 
Germans found out about it, 
groups of Nazi armored cars were 
assigned to carry out ferocious re- 
prisals. Many persons were killed. 

The financial status of Musso- 
lini’s Republican Fascist party 
seems to be causing considerable 
worry. Fascist leaders are report- 
ed to have held up the Bank of 
Italy in Milan at revolver point 
and to have escaped with 15 mil- 
lior lire, and in Rome by the same 
methods with two billion lire. The 
Todt organization is said to have 
12 billion lire to spend on building 
a defensive Appenine line to run 
between Rimini and Spezia, but to 
need 200,000 Italian workmen plus 
Mussolini’s government assurance 
that it can supply necessary ma- 
terial. 

The Nazis in Italy realize their 
position, as can be deduced by the 
following phrase currently em- 
ployed by German soldiers in deal- 
ings with the Italians: 

“Today you are prisoners and, 
‘kaput,” tomorrow we'll be in the 
same boat.”

LONDON, Oct. 19 (AP) 


RIME Minister Churchill declined to reply in the House of Com- 
mons today to criticisms of Britain by touring United States Sen- 
ators, but said that a full statement of facts, prepared at his 
request, would be kept in Commons for the purpose of the record, 


“or, if it should be expedient, for publication.” 


Capt. Peter’ MacDonald, a Con- 
servative, asked the Prime Minis- 
ter if attention was called to the 
“specific charges of unfair action 
and of bad faith made against the 
British in their report to Congress 
by the Senators . . . and whether 
to avoid a diffusion of ill will he 
will place on record the British 
view of the facts.” 

“The report in question ‘was 
made to Congress in secret ses- 
sion,” Churchill replied, “and I 
therefore am neither fully nor ac- 
curately acquainted with its na- 
ture. A summary of 10 conclu- 
sions reached by the Senators has 
been printed in the record of the 
United States Senate, 

“These conclusions bring no 
charges of the kind referred to in 
the question.” 


Rejects “Wordy Warfare.” 

In addition to the Senate sum- 
mary of the Senators’ report, 
Churchill said, many stories have 
been published purporting to rep- 
resent what individual Senators 
have said. 

“IT am well aware of the pain 
which some of these unfair and 
probably unauthorized statements 
have caused,” the Prime Minister 
said, “and I have carefully consid- 
ered whether it is my duty to 
make a public reply. 

“IT have come to the conclusion 
that there would be no advantage 
to His Majesty’s Government tak- 
ing part in this wordy warfare, 
especially at a time when British 
and United States armies are en- 
gaged shoulder to shoulder in 
battles taking place or impending 
on the Italian front and when the 
Royal Air Force and the United 
States Eighth Air Force in a per- 
fect brotherhood of arms are mak- 
ing heavy sacrifices in their at- 
tacks on Germany.” 

Commons broke into cheers. 

Churchill then disclosed that he 
had ordered the preparation of a 
report in reply to the Senators. 


Misuse of Lend-Lease Denied. 

Later Laborite George Strauss 
asked Sir John Anderson, Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, if he 
would give assurance that the Brit- 
ish Government “is not taking ad- 
vantage of the lease-lend agree- 
ment to make a financial return 
and that goods received by this 
country have not been diverted 
from their original purpose, in 
view of the effect of such allega- 
tions on our relations with the 
United States.” 

Anderson replied: 

“Our arrangements, of which 

America jas full knowledge, do not 
result in our deriving any improper 
advantage from lease-lend. 
“Cases occur regularly where 
lease-lend goods are transferred by 
the Government in the United 
Kingdom to their empire and to 
Allied Governments but only by 
specific agreement with the United 
States Government. 
“Care also is taken to see that 
the recipients are left in no doubt 
as to the origin of the goods sup- 
plied.” 


Newspaper Comment. 

The Yorkshire Post, owned by 
Foreign Secretary Anthony Eden's 
father-in-law, Rupert Beckett, said 
in commenting on criticism of 
Britain attributed to the United 
States Senators that “Anglo-Amer- 
icarr relations are not likely to suf- 
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fer at all seriously from them.” 

“American politicians are accus- 
tomed to debate world affairs with 
one eye on the coming campaign,” 
the Post said editorially, ‘“Presi- 
dent Roosevelt is responsible for 
lease-lend, he is a close friend of 
Mr. Churchill and he is a whole- 
hearted advocate of Anglo-Ameri- 
can co-operation now and in the 
future. 

“When his political opponents 
throw mud at Britain, their real 
hope is that some of it will stick 
to him. The President, himself a 
master politician, is well able to 
defend himself against these fa- 
miliar tactics,” 

The newspaper added that the 
bond between the two countries “is 
a bond which will not be shaken 
by remarks of touring Senators 
who are doubtless much shrewder 
in their judgment of American pol- 
itics than in their grasp of great 
international issues and the world- 
wide operations of the war.” 


SENATORS REPLY 
TO BRITISH PRESS 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 19 (AP).— 
Senator Reynolds (Dem.), North 
Carolina called upon British Prime 
Minister Winston Churchill yester- 
day to tell the English “what the 
American people are up against” 
in carrying out the lend-lease pro- 
gram, 

His appeal was in reply to criti- 
cism in British newspapers of the 
report on  lend-lease activities 
abroad made by five Senators who 
toured the battlefronts, and of 
statements in the Senate which 
questioned whether England was 
carrying its share of the burden. 

“I appeal to our British broth- 
ers,” said Reynolds in a speech in 
the Senate, “not to take too early 
offense at what has been said in 
the Senate by the five members 
who recently toured the war 
fronts, or by other Senators. 

“Let them bear with us. They 
should know or be told that the 
hour is not far off when there will 
be a great groundswell of senti- 
ment in which the American peo- 
ple will demand to know what we 
have done with the 60 billion dol- 
lars or more we have authorized 
and have been spending to aid our 
Allies.” = 
Regret British View. 

Three of the five Senators who 
toured the battlefronts voiced dis- 
appointment yesterday that their 
reports to the Senate had been in- 
terpreted by some British newspa- 
pers as a reflection on the English 
people. 

Senator Russell (Dem.), Georgia, 
chairman of the group, expressed 
a conviction that British and 
American interests now and in the 
postwar period are “inseparably 
linked.” 

Russell, long an advocate of 
British - American collaboration, 
said he and his colleagues on the 
tour shared a warm affection for 
the English and that whatever crit- 
icism was voiced at the executive 
session was directed at correcting 
“situations we felt needed correc- 
tion.” 

“We're not mad at anybody, ex- 
cept Hitler and Hirohito,” re- 
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marked Senator Brewster (Rep.), 
Maine, another of the group. 
Senator Mead (Dem.), New 
York, .called attention to an ad- 
dress he made to the Senate last 
Tuesday in which he asserted “no 
one leveled one iota of criticism at 
the British war effort,” and “we 
have a huge appreciation of the 
courage and heroism of the people 
of England.” 

Senators Lodge (Rep.), Massa- 
chusetts, and Chandler (Dem.), 
Kentucky, the others who made 
the tour, were out of town. 
Brewster and Mead called on 
Adolf A. Berle Jr., Assistant Sec- 
retary of State, for an inquiry into 
the prospects of obtaining postwar 
access to foreign aviation bases 
built with American money. 

One of the complaints voiced by 
the Senators was that the United 
States was building air bases all 
over the world, but with no assur- 
ance we could use them after the 
war. 


Allied ships in Russian ports, 

The third and latest agreement 
for lend-lease supplies for Russia 
was signed by representatives of 
the United States, United King- 
dom, Canadian and Soviet govern- 
ments, the State Department an- 
nounced, 

This is the first time that Can- 
ada has been a signatory of such 
an agreement, though supplies 
from Canada . previously had 
formed part of the lend-lease com- 
mitment of the United Kingdom 
‘and in some cases of that of the 
United States, the State Depart- 
ment said, 

The first agreement was signed 
in Moscow in October, 1941, and 
the second in Washington in Octo- 
ber, 1942. . The present agreement 
represents a continuation of these 
earlier arrangements, the depart- 
ment said. 

The period covered by the sec- 
ond agreement ended June 30, but 
the State Department said that al- 
though the third agreement was 
signed only today, its provisions 
have been effective for the past 
three months and the flow of sup- 
plies of all kinds to Russia has 
continued without interruption. 

It was learned today that the 
United States is revamping its mil- 
itary representation in Moscow for 
the purpose of placing there offi- 
cers who hold the confidence of 
the Russians and are prepared to

Early Committee Approval Foreseen as Bloc

With the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee prepared to hear Senators 
Ball (Rep.), Minnesota; Burton 
(Rep.), Ohio; Hill (Dem.,),  Ala- 
bama, and Hatch (Dem.), New 
Mexico, leaders of the bloc, behind 
closed doors, there were these de- 
velopments: 

1. Chairman Connally (Dem.), 
Texas, predicted the committee 
‘would approve—probably tomor- 
row—the so-called Connally reso- 
lution drafted by a subcommittee 
which would pledge American 
participation with “free and 
sovereign nations” in the estab- 
lishment of “international au- 
thority with power to prevent 
aggression and to preserve the 
peace of the world.” 

2. Democratic Leader Barkley 
announced that if the committee 
acts speedily he will seek to bring 
the measure before the Senate 
next week for debate. 


3. An Associated Press poll 
disclosed that 50 senators—one 
more than a majority—find the 
resolution substantially satisfac- 
tory in its present form and 
would vote for it on a showdown. 
Six oppose it, and 40 remain 
uncommitted. 

4. A canvass showed about 20 
Senators could be counted on to 
support an amendment proposed 
by the internationalists which 
would designate the United Na- 
tions as the organizing authority 
for a world agency with power 
to use military force to suppress 
aggression. 


Connally Opposes Changes. 

Predicting defeat of this amend- 
ment “inevitable,” Connally left no 
doubt he personally would oppose 
any changes in the present form 
of the resolution. 

“The Senate should pass the 
resolution promptly by an over- 
whelming vote,” he said. “Other- 
wise its purpose and effectiveness 
will be impaired. 

While the internationalists have 
criticised the resolution as vague, 
their amendment seems likely to 


have the support of only about 
five of the 23 members of the For- 


eign Relations Committee. Even 
Senator Pepper (Dem.), Florida, @ 
committee member who advocates 
strong international commitments, 
conceded its chances there were 
“slim.” 

“I believe we will have more 


support in the Senate,” he told @ 
reporter. “As for myself, I would 
rather the Senate not pass any- 
thing at all than accept something 
that will mislead our allies into 
thinking that we are willing to do 
things that we are not.”

Gen. Pedro Ramirez, dictator of Argentina, has 
flung aside the mask. No longer is there, any 
pretense about it—his Government is openly 
Fascist. Now that all power has been safely 
gathered into his hands, his earlier assurances 
of republican forms and hemispheric solidarity, 
his protestation of “We have nothing to hide,” 
are seen to have been nothing but cynical artifice. 

Fascism with all its sinister trimmings con- 
trols Argentina. Officials who accepted the dic- 
tator’s avowals of free speech at their face value, 
and signed a manifesto demanding a return to 
democratic principles and continental. solidarity, 
have been dismissed from the Government. New 
Cabinet officers include one outright Fascist and 
one notorious anti-Semitic writer. The Ramirez 
statement makes a distinction between native 
and naturalized citizens, a typical piece of Fascist 
super-nationalism. The statement also raises the

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Aladdin’s Electric Lamp 


If a town rubs briskly enough on the electric 
bulb that summons the modern genie of public 
ownership (and gets the right board of manage- 
ment), it may have a pocketful of wishes come 
true. Ask Sikeston, Mo. 

In 1931, Sikeston’s citizens voted a $150,000 
bond issue for a municipal electric plant. A fi- 
nancial report just issued tells about some of 
the pleasant things that have come to pass for 
them in the years since then. Value of the plant 
has tripled—it’s now worth more than $500,000— 
the bond issue has been reduced to $59,000, and 
the community has got lower electric rates, with 
$150,000 worth of wishes come true on the side, 

Since 1931, Sikeston has saved the $10,000 it 
had paid annually to the private utility for street 
lighting—a total of $120,000. And that’s not all. 
The town needed a swimming pool. The city 
light plant handed out $2500. And how about an 
armory? From the city light plant came $16,000, 

For a new reservoir there was $4000 in the till. 
The library fund, hospital fund? The public elec- 
tric line was tapped again. And every now and 
again Sikeston’s citizens get a month’s electric 
service free. 

Public ownership of utilities isn’t wholly free 
of objection—there’s loss-of taxes for one thing— 
but there ought to be some pretty stout argu- 
ments for it in what’s happening down in Sikes- 
ton. 
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Rob the Poor Box? 


Puerto Rico, which has never received a human- 
itarian deal, either in the 405 years it was under 
Spanish rule, or in the past 45 years during 
which it has been the responsibility of the United 
States, is now enjoying some prosperity as a Gov- 
ernment, though not as a people. The enormous- 
ly increased exportation of Puerto Rican rum 
has increased Federal tax revenues from this 
source—all of which the insular Government re- 
ceives—from $13,000,000 in all of the 1942 ‘fiscal 
year to $9,000,000 in last July and August alone, 
and it is estimated that by the middle of next 
year they will be running at the rate of $40,000,000 
to $50,000, 000 per annum. 

If this revenue could be made effective in 
terms of the welfare of the people of Puerto 


‘Rico, tt. would be a veritable godsend to them, 


and would do much to lessen the shame which 
we have brought upon ourselves by our don’t-care 
imperialism there. It could mean public health, 
and education, and housing, and the planned 
beginnings, perhaps, of a new economy that would 
at least relatively free these people from their 
slavery to a ohne-crop sugar 
from their almost complete dependence upon 
imports for food. 

Yet, though Puerto Rico is so desperately poor 


and needs so much, and though the United States 
is so rich and needs, by comparison, so little, 
Representative Crawford of Michigan wants the 
United States Government to take over all the 
rum revenues and dole out to Puerto Rico “just 
what it needs to operate properly.” It is a mean 
and selfish proposal. We should see to it not 
only that Puerto Rico retaing every cent of rev- 
enue it earns, but also that all the money is 
plowed back into Puerto Rican soil for the benefit 
of all its people. 


The NAM Talks Tax Nonsense 


Here's that gloomy old fiscal expert from ‘way 
back, the National Association of Manufacturers, 
bringing again its message of corporation doom, 
and suggesting, without cracking a smile, that 
the House Ways and Means Committee, which 
is trying to formulate a wartime tax program, 
wave aside all proposals for new taxes. 

That’s it—just forget about the whole thing, 
war or no war. Maybe President Roosevelt did 
say something in hig 100-billion-dollar budget 
message of last January, about 77 billions for 
war expenditures in the current fiscal year. And 
maybe he did say something about 16 billions 
in new taxes and savings. But we've got to 
think about “white-collar business,” says NAM. 

The President didn’t say how much of that 
16 billions ought to be raised in taxes, but Sec- 
retary of the Treasury Morgenthau put it at 
something more than 10 billions in the adminis- 
tration’s recommendations to Congress several 
weeks ago. In principle, this proposal was ever- 
lastingly right in that much of the new revenue 
was to come from income taxes and from levies 
on so-called luxury items, but the amount was 
too big for Congress to swallow. 

Then, somehow or other, the 10 Dillion got 
down to’ six billion, to be raised from a 10 per 


cent Federal sales tax, and a little later to three — 


billion or so to come from a 5 per cent sales tax, 
The sales tax, be it remembered, is an upside- 
down income tax which falls most heavily on 


those least able to bear it. 


Now, the NAM would bring the whole structure 
down to zero. But it really doesn’t believe itself, 
for it adds in the next breath that if Congress 
does think more revenue is needed, there is 
one mighty good way to get it. How? Yes, it’s 
the national retail sales tax. * 

Well, perhaps Congress won't take the NAM 
too seriously, No new taxes at all is a proposal 


that simply doesn’t make sense when we're spend- 
ing at the rate of more than 90 Dillion dollars 


annually on the war and taking in around 33 bil- 
lions in taxes under present laws. Surely we 
can’t, and surely we won't, ask our children and 
grandchildren to pay for a war of a generation 
not their own. 

To the ‘last bit of stretch in our pocketbooks, 
this war should be placed as much as possible 
on a pay-as-we-go basis, And that will be a 
pay-as-we-win basis,

A Job for At OWI 


The controversy over lend-lease touched off 
by indiscreet remarks of “the five talking Sena- 
tors,” as the London Daily Mail calls them, is 
likely to have serious effects on Allied relations 
unless the question is considered more. coolly 
than it has.been in the last few days. Every 
chronic critic. of our allies is sounding off on 
the basis of cues supplied by the Senators. Now 
the British press has taken up the theme, and its 
replies are heated, 

A congressional investigation, or a series of 
them, on lend-lease is proposed, and this may be 
all to the good. However, there is the likelihood 
that such an inquiry may be seized upon as a 
platform by obstructionists for venting their dis- 
torted ideas, Meanwhile, there is another pos- 
sibility for clearing the air. 

The QWI has given up pamphleteering and is 
specializing in detailed, informative reports on 
phases of the war. Its current analysis of Amer- 
ican war planes and their performance is a fine 
example. <A recent report on the gasoline supply 
was another contribution to public understanding. 
Why doesn’t the OWI now assemble the facts 
about lend-lease, in the complete and objective 
manner of its recent reports, and let the public 
of all Allied countries know just what goes on? 

The OWI has demonstrated its independence 
and its desire to publish only the truth. Its re- 
port on lend-lease ought to show up any defects 
that need remedy and end the unseemly brawl 
now in progress, 
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A Charge of Wild Spending 


Comptroller General Lindsay Warren made 
grave charges yesterday against a system which 
he said permits Army contracting officers to 
approve war contractors’ claims without reference 


to the Government’s general accounting office. 


He asserted that officers had passed claims in- 
cluding sums for liquor, flowers, Vitamin pills, 
“wining and dining” and other improper items. 
And he cited 270 cases in which he said his office 
had questioned allowances and in which there 
had been subsequent recoveries from contractors, 

Mr. Warren, appearing before the House Mili- 
tary Affairs Committee, did not charge fraud in 
s0 many words, but he did say: “I solemnly 
warn you that these regulations will permit a 
grand cover and will absolutely preclude any 
chance to detect frauds.” The issue, he said, in 
opposing legislation which would give the final 
say-so to Army officers, was whether Congress 
would permit the accounting office to be by- 
passed in contract settlements involving “untold 
billions.” 

The Comptroller General used strong words in 

making his charges. He said that the War De- 
partment was snapping its fingers in the face 
of Congress, that its present contract settlement 
procedure “amazed and astonished him” and that 
it should be “peremptorily stopped.” 
. Mr, Warren, a former Congressman, ordinarily 
is a mild man, not given to explosive tirades, 
and his assertions should not be dismissed as 
jealousy over what he may consider to be the 
prerogatives of his office. 

If his charges are true, public funds are being 
wasted, If they aren't, they should be disproved 
as quickly as possible in the public interest, An 
investigation of the most searching sort is plainly 


indicated.

After four years of war, the German 
army remains a formidable fighting force. 
It is but fair to the United Nations’ soldiers 
in Italy and to our Russian allies to say this, 


Though the terror of its name is not what 
it was after the fall of France, a tough 
residue of reputation and of fact remains. 
In the management of supplies, in battle 
discipline and in skill of command, Ger- 
many’s fighting forces reflect a nation 
which has subordinated everything to war. 
Its art, its music, its science, its philosophy 
have been — or diverted to this 
one end, 


Neither Beethoven nor Goethe, neither 
Socrates nor Kant, neither Archimedes nor 
Newton, neither Phidias nor da Vinci, not 
the noblest, not the most ascetic, not the 
more generous and gifted of mankind, cer- 
tainly not St. Paul nor Jesus of Nazareth, 
could have survived in this militant Ger- 
many. 

None could have survived who put the 
love of mankind or the love of God, the 
worship of truth or beauty, ahead of the 
art, science and worship of war. 


No Small Errors Made * 


A kind of perfection came out of this 
concentration on battle. The German com- 
manders, so far as we know, have not made 
little mistakes. The campaign in North 
Africa was rational. It all but reached 
Alexandria, Cairo and Suez. At times it 
was superbly directed. The invasion of 
Russia moved according to an ingenious 
strategic plan. It came near cutting the 
line of the Volga and capturing the Cau- 
casus oil, though the evacuation of Smolensk 
now shows how completely it failed. 

The submarine attack on the Atlantic 
life-line was boldly conceived and executed. 
We shall know after the war how nearly it 
succeeded, Even the ill-fated air assault on 
Britain was pushed to the very brink of 
Indeed, it is quite possible that 
future students of military history will read 
the story of the German tactics with much 
professional edification, 


But they will note that success came just 


so near, time after time, aml was never 
finally grasped. To the Nazis it may seem 
that a kind of fatalism followed them. 
They could win victories but not the war. 
They were like climbers on a mountain. 
They could surmount one ridge, but beyond 
it there were always others. One enemy 
beaten down, another rose. The Nazi mind 
will never solve the mystery. Yet it is 
quite simple. 


The simple truth is that nations which 
specialize on war can no longer win them. 
They might have done so in the days of 
Genghis Khan. They cannot now, Wars 
today are won by people and nations who 
hate war, whose Generals are the public’s 
servants, not its masters, whose soldiers 
are civilians in uniform, 


The Outraged Nations 


Wavell, Alexander, Montgomery, Eisen- 
hower, MacArthur, Patton, Clark—and we 
may add De Gaulle—are not militarists, and 
would not be allowed to be. They com- 
mand soldiers who do not love the military 
life, and are most anxious to get it over 
with and go home—so anxious that what- 
ever they have of courage, of resourceful- 
ness, of iron ‘resolution, they summon on 
the day of battle, The thunder of their 
guns is the voice of’ nations outraged by 
having to go to war and determined to 
punish the makers of war. 


Wars today are won by people who are 
sick of war, who want to get on with their 
work, who want to raise their children in 
peace. They alone have the strength, the 
fury and the ultimate wisdom for victory. 
They make technical mistakes, but they 
never make the final mistake of accepting 
defeat. The strength of militarist natjons 
is greatest at the beginning, that of peace- 
loving nations at the end, 


In the end, the very brilliance of the 
professional militarists only exacts a more 
terrible price from their countrymen. They 
win tactical victories, and in so doing raise 
up a force against them which destroys 
them and théir people. They that take the 
sword shall perish by it. 


Military Life Today and in 1917-18

Our dads think they had a pretty tough 
war back in 1917-18, but statisticians or 
whoever it is that makes comparisons tell 
us that the first world fracas was a lead- 
pipe cinch compared to our war. Be that 
as it may, let's not rub it in because Dad 
himself didn’t have a cinch regardless of 
the size of his war. 


During Dad’s basic training, or whatever 
it was called in those days, he didn’t sleep 
in a hutment. The odds were, he had a 
share of a pyramidal tent where he curled 
up on a GI canvas cot (cooked on one side 
and frozen on the other). 

As for personal appearance—well, those 
jokes and cartoons about uniforms and 
shoes that didn’t fit originated during Dad's 
war, The smart uniforms and comfortable 
shoes we're wearing today are a far cry 
from the catch-as-catch-can wardrobeag of 
World War I, 

Dad didn’t do eo well in the eating de- 
partment, either. Here at J. B., there was 
only one mess hall then, not eight, and Dad

got an extra taste of physical exercise buck- 
ing over-crowded chow lines. 

Bedding was limited to bare essentials. 
Sheets, pillows, pillow cases and comforters 
—not a chance. It was just good old GI 
blankets for Dad. 

Of course, there weren't radios or electric 
razors in those days, but they wouldn’t have 
been much use to Dad anyway. His tent 
wasn't equipped with electric outlets. 


Dad was classified, but it’s a safe bet 
that even today he couldn’t figure out how, 
He is doggone sure he wasn’t consulted as 
to his likes or dislikes. And what he could 
have done with $50 base pay would make 
him tremble with excitement even today! 


Nope, let's not belittle Dad or his war, 
Dad might talk back. And with all the 
justification in the world, he could say 
something like this: “Son, war’s no fun for 
anyone. But you've got some tyrants to 
whip and as long as you have to be a sol- 
dier, just remember this—you’re the best 
cared-for soldier on the globe.” 


Book on Invasion of Germany 
Says Salonika Route Is Best 


“The Invasion of Germany,’’ by Curt Riess. (G. P. 
Putnam’s Sons, New York.) 


Arm-chair Generals will find particular 
interest in this short, easily read volume 
which emphasizes military and psycholog- 
ical invasion of Germany, a country that 
hasn’t been the scene of war since the 
Napoleonic conquests 130 years ago. Riess, 
a writer who came to this country from 
Germany, says that “only through an inva- 
sion of their own country can the German 
people be convinced that they have lost this 
war and that it will be too costly and de- 
structive to themselves to wage wars in the 
future.” 


Riess first discusses invasion roads from 
the west and north. However, he favors 
invasion through the Balkans, with Saloni- 
ka as the best landing place. A landing in 
Italy (undertaken by the Allies since the 
book was written) must be followed by « 
break-through on the Dalmatian coast, 
Riess says, thence on Napoleon’s old road 
through Venice and Trieste, to Vienna and 
the Danube. There are maps for following 
these plans, 

> > . 


Easier to take, Riess believes, will be the 
road from Istanbul to Varna in 
to Bucharest, through the Danube Valley 
and to Vienna and on to Berlin. Russia 
has three ancient invasion routes, the short- 
est and best running from Smolensk through 
Warsaw to Berlin. “It is one of the trage- 
dies of this war that the Americans and 
the British cannot use these routes,” Riess 
says, 

Germans, under Marshal von Rundstedt, 
a ruthless defense tactician, will resort to 
treachery when their country is invaded, 
Riess thinks they will use poison gas and 
will kill hostages, perhaps by the millions, 
as their last trump, The Allies will be 
tempted with peace offers from military 
leaders and men like Hjalmar Schacht who 
will want to save their skins, (Riesg said 
in a recent magazine article that even 
Rundstedt might betray his country). 

Germany, Riess points out, is an ideal 
war theater, and “an equally hopeless ter- 
rain for the defender.” Its. geography will 
not handicap the invader. Because of the 
year-around moderate climate, “a war could 
theoretically be carried on inside Germany 
for 365 days.” 


The decisive battle in Germany, it is pre- 
dicted, will follow a historic pattern on «4 
line running from the northeast (Rhine- 
land) to the southwest (Bohemia). This 
strip of flat terrain supports 250 to 500 peo- 
ple per square mile, a fact that will hamper 
mobile defense. 


Riess writes lucidly on technical subjects 
such as German military history and philos- 
ophies, and leaves the reader with a feeling 
of time well spent. He frankly labels mat- 
ter that is theoretical and that which is 
practical. He makes some guesses, too, in- 
cluding one that Hitler, when cornered, may 
lock himself up in hig Eagle’s Nest at 
Berchtesgaden, then blow up the place so 
that his body will never be found.

It is early in the day to attempt telling

Frank 
Monaghan, formerly of the Yale History de- 
partment, and a research staff. The well- 
written text begins with the Versailles 
Treaty and extends to the end of 1942, with 
further volumes planned. The large book 
has many excellent illustrations, some in 
color, and numerous maps.

rule was by dynasties and not by people, the rapidly changing 


[) = the seventeenth and eighteenth centuries in Europe, when 


personal interests of monarchs continually confused the political 
picture, and treaties were made and broken arbitrarily. It was diffi- 
cult for diplomats and statesmen to find any principles in this jungle, 
so they coined the phrase “interests never lie.” 


In the similar condition of in- 
ternational anarchy, which has 
lasted for years, this ancient prin- 
ciple has emerged, and is now, at 
the climax of the war, superseding 
all other considerations, such as 
those of ideology. 


. * . 

The main interest of all the 
smaller powers, not hitherto en- 
gaged in the war, is to be (1) as- 
sociated with the winners, and (2) 
to have something to say in the 
eventual peace settlement. 

All other special interests, for 
instance the internal form of 
Government, are related to that 
primary interest. If, for instance, 
Franco, at the end of the war is 
lined up with Germany, he will be 
unable to maintain his personal] 
rule. He may be unable to main- 
tain it in any case, but his only 
hope lies in not associating his 
own prestige with the collapse of 
Hitler Germany. 

Added to that, the perennial na- 
tional interests of Spain, like those 
of Italy and Portugal lie with 
those nations that control the sea 
lanes, while their cultural and eco- 
nomic interests are tied up with 
Latin America. 

Franco, who is not one of our 
brighter boys, might have seen the 
real interests of Spain from the 
beginning, if his vision had not 
been warped by Fascist ideology. 
Actually, the fall of Mussolini, and 
its repercussions in his own coun- 
try, have given him pause. 

Now that the Allies control the 
Mediterranean completely, that the 
Badoglio Government has declared 
war on Germany, and that Portu- 
gal has adopted an attitude of 
most benevolent neutrality toward 
the Allies, Spain has had to shift 
from pro-Axis “non-belligerency” 
—which was the exact state of 
Italy at the beginning of the war— 
to rigid neutrality. ’ 

The Italian, Spanish and Portu- 
guese actions have reactions in the 
Argentine which finds herself 
unable to maintain a policy in con- 
flict with the interests of the 
whole Latin world, old and new. 

That all these Latin countries, 
which are, in one degree or an- 
other, pro-Fascist in their internal 
policies, should join the dem- 
ocracies and the Soviet Union 
against the leading Fascist power 
of the world, merely indicates that 
we have reached a late stage of 
the European war, ; 


. . . 
ITLER has had only one such 
triumph of power. The only 
Democracy to have joined his 
ranks has been Finland. All the 
other satellites, Hungary, Ru- 
mania, Bulgaria, were totalitarian 
or semi-totalitarian para-Fascist 


dictatorships when they joined 
him. Hitler has proved unable to 
win over any one of the old dem- 
ocracies, even in their defeat, and 
even after a change of Govern- 
ment from a parliamentary system 
to a dictatorship. 

Whatever we may say against 
Vichy, against Petain and Laval, 
and that is plenty, the fact is that 
even Laval, and at the very climax 
of Hitler’s power, was quite inca- 
pable of bringing France into war 
against Britain. 

There were plenty of circum- 
stances that should, theoretically, 
have aided him: the crippling of 
the French fleet by the British, 
with profound popular reactions; 
the ceaseless bombing of French 
towns; the British blockade 
against starving France, and the 
enormous pressure of the German 
army and propaganda machine on 
French soil, 

Hitler wanted France to join the 
Axis war. That was a reason for 
allowing a French government to 
be set up and for leaving part of 
France unoccupied. It was not a 
question of personalities, for he 
could have put in another stooge 
—for instance, Doriot. But what he 
could not overcome was popular 
resistance, based only partly on 
ideology, and, perhaps more deep- 
ly, on a long tradition and experi- 
ence of what constituted French 
interests. 

The difference between Italy and 
France is, therefore startling. Both 
were defeated, but the French na- 
tion continued to oppose the Axis, 
setting limits to any form of col- 
laboration. But Fascist Italy, at 
the first moment when it was pos- 
sible, actually joined the Allies. 
Nor did it take a democratic Italy 
to do this.

Democratic Band Wagon. 

HE Hitler band wagon failed. 

The democratic band wagon 
is becoming an express train, 
carrying many odd passengers. And 
there is a very good reason for it. 
Dictatorships are capable of 
changing sides with great rapidity, 
according to the best chances, But 
free nations are not. Since they 
govern with public opinion, they 
cannot possibly change over night, 
but are compelled to a certain con- 
sistency in polifgr. Thus, our sys- 
tem of open or tacit alliances did 
not break even in the darkest 
hours, while Hitler’s falls apart at 
the first real blows. 

In the most real and, literal 
sense of the word “conservative,” 
political democracy is conservative. 
It sticks to its commitments and 
remains true to its course, because 
only by so doing can it get any- 
where at all, 


SUIT AGAINST RCA AND NBC 
DISMISSED ON FEDERAL MOTION 


CHICAGO, Oct. 19 (AP). — On 
motion of the Government's anti- 
trust division the United States 
District Court dismissed yesterday 
a civil suit filed in 1941 against 
the Radio Corporation of America 
and the National Broadcasting Co., 
through which the Government 
sought to break up NBC’s Red 
and Blue networks. 

Daniel B. Britt, Assistant Atto- 
ney General, said the suit was dis- 
missed because the National Broad- 
casting Co. had complied with the 
Government's demand that one of 
the networks be sold. Sale of the 
Blue Network was approved last 
week by the Federal Communica- 
tions Commission. 

On Oct. 11 the Federal Court 
dismissed a similar suit against 
the Columbia Broadcasting Sys- 
tem. .

Survey Shows Widespread 
Use of Fluid as Substitute

WASHINGTON, Oct. 19 (AP).— 
Use of naphtha as a motor boat or 
motor vehicle fuel was forbidden 
today by the Petroleum Adminis- 
tration for War after surveys in- 
dicated widespread unauthorized 
use of the fluid ag a gasoline sub- 
stitute. : 

Quarterly delivery quotas for 


naphtha dealers and bulk consum- 1 


ers were ordered by P. A. W. to im- 
plement the new bar. The order is 
designed to confine naphtha de- 
liveries to legitimate industrial 
channels.: There have been reports 
of recent shortages in industry. 

PAW said recent surveys showed | 
some consumers, who formerly 
used no naphtha, were ordering 
and receiving as much as 15,000 
gallons a month. 

The Office of Price Administra- 
tion today ilimited, effective 
Oct. 23, the scope of provisions al- 
lowing special gasoline rations for 
procuring necessary food. 

Persons living at great distances 
from market centers continue to 


— (be eligible for special: rations if 


they cannot obtain supplies on the 
nonoccupational mileage in their 
A books. The amendment specif- 
ically excludes persons desiring 
mileage to obtain food for the op- 
eration of a business or occupa- 
tion. In such cases, qualification 
for supplementary rations is on 
an occupational basis. 

Also barred are special rations 
to transport food to temporary

FOR RESCUE AT SEA 


Medal Goes to Machinist’s 
Mate Charles Schnitzer for 
Heroism in Pacific. 


The Navy and Marine Corps 
Medal! for heroism has been award- 
ed to Chief Machinist's Mate 
Charles E, Schnitzer, who risked 
his life to swim through heavy 
seas to rescue the sole survivor of 
a crashed Australian bomber in 
the Southwest Pacific last year, it 
was learned by his parents, Mr.

Schnitzer now is stationed at the 
Naval Air Base at Watsonville, 
Cal., where he lives with his wife.

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WOMAN TELLS JURY 
OF DEAL WITH FLEER 


Teacher Testifies He Misin- 
formed Her That Her $4000 
Deed Was a First Mortgage. 


Miss Erna Krenning, St. Louis 
high school teacher, testified to- 
day at the trial of Arnold J. Fleer, 
head of the closed Knickmeyer- 
Fleer Realty & Investment Co., 
charged with obtaining money by 
false pretenses in the sale of a 
$4000 deed of trust to Miss Kren- 
ning, that she was assured by 
Fleer when she bought the mort- 
gage on April 1, 1941, that it was 
a first deed. 

She told the jury in the court 
of Circuit Judge William L. Mason 
that before purchasing the deed 
on a house at 8437 Glen Echo 
drive, Normandy Park, St. Louis 
County, she asked Fleer specifi- 
cally if it was a first mortgage. 
She said he replied: “Assuredly.” 

She said it was only later when 
she read of the Fleer case in the 
newspapers that she found that 
there was a $6000 first mortgage 
outstanding against the property. 
She added that she never received 
a certificate of title from Fleer, 
although he frequently promised to 
send her the title. 

When she told Fleer she thought 
the interest rate on the dead was 
low, she testified, he informed her 
that “he doubted if any good first 
deed would earn more than 4 per 
cent at that time.” The trial be- 
gan yesterday. 

Mrs. Catherine D. O’Connell, now 
of 2207 Brown road, Overland, one 
of two witnesses heard yesterday 
as the trial opened, testified that 
she and her husband, Garrett J. 
O'Connell, bought the house on 
Glen Echo drive from Fileer’s com- 
pany just before their marriage in 
June, 1940. They paid $3500 in cash 
and signed the $4000 deed of trust 
which was later sold to Miss Kren- 
ning, she said. Mrs. O’Connell said 
she and her husband had planned 
to finance the purchase through 
an FHA loan, but that one of 
Fleer’s salesmen discouraged this 
and talked them into making a 
loan from the company. Connor 
said he would show the salesman 
was acting on instructions from 
Fleer. 

Mrs. O'Connell almost cried as 
she told how she and her husband 
lost their home when the $6000 
deed of trust was foreclosed follow- 
ing disclosure of the tangled af- 
fairs ur Fileer’s company in 
February, 1942. She said she had 
no knowledge of the $6000 deed of 
trust. 

Fleer, Connor said, kept know!l- 
edge of the $6000 deed of trust 
from both Miss Krenning and the 
O’Connells by making semiannual 
interest payments on it himself up 
until Feb. 15, 1942, when the prin- 
cipal became due and Fleer had 
disappeared. He was arrested at 
his home, 29387 Clearview drive, 
Bel-Nor, more than a year later. 

Edward M. Thornhill, receiver 
for the company, the other wit- 
ness yesterday, identified records 
relating to the* transaction with 
‘Miss Krenning. He reported sev- 
eral months ago that the realty 
firm and a subsidiary had deficits 
totaling about $191,000. 

Fleer also is under indictments 
charging embezzlement of $6500 in 
two other real-estate transactions.

HERE’S a brand new author- 
T ity on love, girls, and it isn’t 
Mr. Anthony. He’s a smart- 
talking bachelor from the Deep 
South, and he claims he knew all 
the answers to the old questions, 
or any new ones you can think up. 
All you have to do, is to pay $2.00, 
and browse through David Cohn’s 
“Love in America.” 

The publisher prefaces this eru- 
dite volume with ow nice te 
that, “In preparing his argumen 
on ine tn Aanerion) David L. Cohn 
has done a thorough job of re- 
search—not, however, in dusty li- 
braries.”

OME of the plays to be seen at 
7 bridge tables can be motivated 
by only one thought — that an 
opponent is blind! In no other way 
is it possible to explain a play 
made by East in the following 
deal:

East’s two no trump bid, though 
strong, did not begin to do justice 
to his holding. He should have bid 
at least three no trump, and I say 
this in full cognizance of the fact 
that an inspired spade lead by 
South with a diamond return by 
North would have wrecked a three 
no trump contract, West, however, 
would not have been able to stand 
that contract and would have had 
to go on in clubs as a mere matter 
of self-protection. , 

At the actual five diamond con- 
tract, West opened the club king 
and East put up the ace. Declarer 
ruffed, laid down the diamond ace, 
then, when he saw West’s void, he 
entered dummy with a spade and 
returned the nine of diamonds. 
East, probably hoping that a mir- 
acle would come along to preserve 
his diamond jack, played low, and 
declarer was thus able to lead a 
heart toward his own hand. True, 
this maneuver gave him only one 
heart trick, but that was just one 
more trick than he would have 
made if East had been “awake.” 

The difference between the ac- 
tual set of 500 points and the po- 
tential set of 800 points was not 
great but, as East’s partner lost no 
time pointing out, East’s failure to 
cover the diamond nine had been 
humiliatingly stupid. Here was a 
case where the diamond situation 
had been clearly revealed. by 
West’s failure to follow the first 
round. Did East think that de- 
clarer was going to put his own 
king or queen on dummy’s nine- 
spot if East failed to cover? The 
defender’s diamond trick had been 
irrevocably trapped, but, that was 
all the more reason for East to 
protect his other high cards. If 
declarer had properly been forced 
to lead hearts from his own hand, 
he could not have made a single 
trick in the suit!
